Two young girls run away from school, 
kill a po 1 iceman (it's OK Mary, they don't 
eat his), then get hypnotised by the 
neighbourhood vaapires . They are forced 
to lure victims to the Vampire's old 
castle. One of the girls falls in love 
with one of their chosen victims and 
hides him from the vampires-this really 
annoys the Vampires & they bury the 
other girl alive. The vampire's leader, 
for reasons that he keeps pretty well 
to himself , decides that the Castle's 
vaults should be sealed up with all the 
vampires inside. 

Rollin followed this with another 
variation on the vampire theme, this 
time it's an egyptian youth, buried alive 
(?)who to retain his youthfulness, has 
to drain the blood of several young 
ladies, well it's a better habit than 
smoking I suppose. Called "Perversions 
Sexulles" in France.it travelled .badly, 
to England as "Other People's Blood". 

With "La Rose De Fer" Rollin went 
completely over the top. Too arty by far 
Rollin abandons his vampiric themes and 
instead goes surrealistic on us, no doubt 
this is full of hidden meanings, but, 
personally, I couldn't care less for 
'hidden mean ings ' .This concerns two 
young lovers who arrange a meeting in a 
cemetery (for pr ivacy-whatever happened 
to the back row of the local flea-pit) 
The female of the young lovers at least 
brightens the proceedings up, it's Fran- 
coise 'mind your language' Pascal. 

After a dreamlike bonk in an old 
crypt the couple find the cemetery gates 
have been locked and spend the rest of 
the night in a panic-stricken attempt 
to escape. There was a Canadian file of 
1984, called "'till Death”, that ran along 
fairly similar lines, I suggest you seek 
that out instead of this, unless you 
fancy an hours kip. 

By the time of his next film "Les 
Demoniaques" ( 1973)Roll in had started his 
hard-core pornography career in ernest 
(and jules and michel)."Les Demoniaques" 
however, concerned a gang of shipwreckers 
who attack and rape two girls who have 
been washed ashore from a wreck that 
the gang have caused. The girls even- 
tually escape to an old abbey, where who 
should be waiting for them but Old Nick 
himself .Several kinky Satanic rites 
later the girls have gained enough power 
to destroy the shipwreckers. 

"Levres De sang", ( 1973) is, I suppose, 
Rollin's most famous film. It's back to 
the vaapires who float around on clouds 
of dry ice, more sand, more sex, more 
chained young ladies, and Rollin's last 
watchable film. 

The high point of "Phantasaes" (Once upon 
a Virgin in England) is the appearance 
of the Tricot/Castel twins Pony & Cathy 


they barely(pun intended) look old 
enough this time around, just how old 
were they when Rollin starred them 
in "La Vanpire Nue" in 1969. This 
must qualify as the film most butch- 
ered by the BBFC-ever! It was cut 
from its original running time of 88 
minutes to a marvellous total of 49 
-even at that length.it still warr- 
anted an 'X' certificate. 



"Les Raisins De La Mort” ( 1979 ) was 
made after three or four porno titles 
had been churned out. This was graphic 
horror-more Franco than Franco him- 
self .Changing his affinity from his 
usual vampires to zombies, was most i 
definitely a retrograde step. 

I haven’t seen "Fascination" (79) , 
from all accounts its more of the 
same stuff, and as such would fit in 
with the general decline in Rollin's 
work after "Levres De Sang". 

"El Lago De Los Muertos Vlvientes" 

( 1980)QWualif ies well up in my all 
time worst ten f ilms-totally dreadful 
I don't usually like making judge- 
ments on films based solely on dubbed 
and censored prints, but it's all I've 
sen, and quite honestly I can't see 
what our censor cut out improving it. 
The zombies incidentally, wear more 
eye-shadow than Dusty Springfield 
used to . Finally , "La Nuit Des Traquees 
( 1981 ) is another 1 haven't seen."... 
used gamma rays as a plot device to 
generate zombielike creatures ... "said 
Phil hardy-I'll take his word for it. 
Rollin seems to have taken his ex- 
ploitation hints from his American 
counterpoints-namely spend lots of 
money on the posters, and let the file 
take care of itself. (this was per- 
fected by A1 Adamson.)

Lugosi plays Dr. Richard Vollin, a 
brilliant plastic surgeon, obsessed 
■tith Poe, indeed, his large collection 
of Poe memorabilia is the envy of the 
local museum .Vollin has even built a 
Poe inspired torture chamber, which 
contains the infamous pendulum. 

Vollin goes insane when he is spurned 
by the girl whose life he came out of 

escaped crimina 1 , Edward Bateman, who 
goes to Lugosi demanding a face-lift. 
Bateman philosophises that "Maybe if 
a man looks ugly, he does ugly things". 
Lugosi agrees, "You are saying some- 
thing profound" and he deliberately 
makes a mess of one side of Karloff's 
face-giving him a hideous leer. Lugosi 
promises to restore Karloff's face if 
Karloff agrees to do him a few favours 
"Torture and murder , things like that". 
Of course, in the end, Lugosi gets his 
comeuppance when Boris rebels, rescues 

and throws Lugosi into a room, the 
walls of which close in and crush him 
to death. Everyone else lives happily 
ever after, except Karloff who dies a 
hero's death ! 

The film's script is not actually 
based on any of Poe's stories, but the 
title character does appear, stuffed, 
in Lugosi's study. The pendulum is 
there of course, and we hear Lugosi 

get to see a ballet version of it. 

Guy Endore.Jim Tully and David Boehm 
were responsible for the excellent j 
script, which is full of memorable 
lines-most of which were Lugosi's.
